A Change of Presidents. 


Rum or has it that L e l a n d S t a n ­ 


f o r d will soon vacate the chair presi­ 
dential of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, and th at the position will 
be filled by C h a r l i e C r o c k e r , of 
Contract and Finance Company fame. 
All sorts of results, good, bad and in- 
diflerent, are predicted as certain to 
follow this change, prominent among 
which is the final retiracy of the com­ 
pany from the political arena and a 
closer attention to their legitim ate 
business in the future. 
We see no 
reason for a realization of the first pre­ 
diction. No m atter who stands at the 
head, the company dare not go out of 
politics at present, nor until politi­ 
cians leave the company to transact 
this business unmolested. A solemn 
vow, signed by every member of the 
company, that henceforth they would 
never touch, speak nor think of poli­ 
ties, would not prevent attacks upon 
them by 
politicians 
and 
political 
journals. 
It would have been better 
for the company had they never gone 
into politics; but having embarked 011 
that ticacherous sea some years ago, 
the 
instinct 
of self - preservation 
prompted them to trim their bark in 
the manner which they thought best 
calculated to enable her to weathei 
the biennial storm that every Legis­ 
lature gathered around her. H ad they 
s it down and made no preparation to 
m.*et the blast, the whole concern 
would have been wrecked long ago. 
Suppose they had not defended them ­ 
selves against 
F r e e m a n ’s freights 
and fares bill of the last session, what 
would have been the result? Simply 
this: a tariff would have been fixed 
which every well-informed railroad 
m an asserts would have compelled the 
suspension of operations on nearly 
every railroad in the State. 
Such a 
result is not for the best interests of 
the people, and would have been fol­ 
lowed by the bankruptcy of the rail­ 
road company. So long as politicians 
attack the railroad company, the rail­ 
road company cannot go out of poli­ 
tics. It must defend itself—fight the 
devil w ith fire. In regard to other 
matters, we are inclined to the opin­ 
ion that the change will operate bene­ 
ficially both to the public and the 
company. 
G ot. S t a n f o r d is not an 
active business man. He sees too lit­ 
tle for himself, and relies too much 011 
his subordinates. 
He does not give 
the affairs of the company th a t close 
personal supervision they should re­ 
ceive. H e has relied too much 011 the 
fact that he is President of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, and de­ 
voted too little time and attention to 
the details of tho immense business 
he directs. 
H e is not sufficiently ac­ 
tive nor methodical. 
He has grown 
unpopular with the people, and be­ 
come an old song with the employees 
of the company. He is weighted with 
all the mistakes and wrongs of the 
corpsration, and is credited w ith none 
of its virtues. He is loaded w ith the 
dignity of a position around which 
clusters one hundred million dollars. 
H e needs rest, and the interests of the 
company demand that he should have 
it. C r o c k e r is a shrewd, wide-awake, 
active, jovial, good-natured, jolly, un­ 
dignified, good fellow. He and M a r k 
P. H o p k i n s made the Contract and 
Finance Company clear about forty 
million dollars, and they made the 
Central Pacific Company ail the money 
they are worth. 
C r o c k e r will look 
after the business himself and it will 
be a sorry day for the brakeman, 
ticket agent, conductor or other em­ 
ployee he catches playing him self ofl 
for general superintendent, as is now 
the custom with a great m any of these 
gentlemen. 
H e will laugh and talk 
with all, but at the same tim e he will 
see everything arouu l him. 
H e will 
investigate complaints himself, not 
delegate the business to some super­ 
numerary who is so inllatcd with the 
importance of ids position that a sens­ 
ible person will not talk w ith him. 
C r o c k e r ’s 
dignity will never so 
he lge him in but that anyone, even 
the lowest employee of the company, 
may see and talk with him. 
H e will 
not consider himself the greatest man 
in the world, nor will he im agine that 
everybody is anxious to touch the 
back button of his coat. H e will get 
along w ith fewer lieutenants, and the 
army of C a r r ’s , S t o w e ’s , B r o u g h ­ 


t o n s and G a g e s will, like O t h e l i .o, 
find their occupation gone, 
lie will 
have no use for subsidized newspapers; 
and when lie requires the assistance of 
a journal, he will not destroy its power 
by telling everybody and his wife he 
owns it. 
H e is far too wise for that. 
H is vanity never clouds his judgm ent. 
On the whole, we 
conclude that 
C h a r l e s C r o c k e r will maKe a better 
and 
more popular Central Pacific 
President than L e l a n d S t a n f o r d 
has made or is capable of making. 


T h e probable non-completion of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to this place 
for a num ber of years, ought to be suf­ 
ficient incentive to the Pacific Mail 
Steam ship Company to, as soon as 
possible, place a line of light draft, fast- 
running passenger boats on the route 
between this city and San Francisco. 
W e must have more rapid communi­ 
cation than there is now’ w ithin our 
reach. 
Boats may be built th at will 
make 
the trip between the ports 
named in thirty or thirty-five hours, 
and the company first placing a lin e 
of such boats on the route will secure 
the patronage of a large and rich sec­ 
tion of the State, which is rapidly fill­ 
ing with an uctive thorough-going 
business population. 


No Railroad Building this Year. 


W ith the twenty-mile section which 
will complete the valley road to Ba­ 
kersfield, will close the railroad build­ 
ing of the Central and Southern Pa­ 
cific Companies for the year. 
It is 
stated th at even this section would 
not be built, had it not been necessary 
to secure the land grant. Another 
twenty miles must he built next year, 
another the next, and so 011 until the 
road Is completed to this city. 
The 
c impnny may retain their land grant 
and yet not complete their road to 
San Fernando, the present terminus 
from this city, within the next eight 
years. 
Of course, it is not now the 
purpose of the company to delay the 
work so long. Circumstances m ay en­ 
able them to finish the road in one 
or two years, but at present they are 
unable to do more than comply with 
the law. The bonds of American rail­ 
roads, and espacially those of Califor­ 
nia companies, are worth next to 
nothing in Europe now, and the pros­ 
pect of an enhanced caluation appears 
somewhat remote. This is due in part 
to the b id management of the com­ 
panies, but chiefly to the wild fanati­ 
cal crusade made by a number of our 
leading newspapers, and many of our 
politicians against railroads. Through 
the influence of those journals and 
leaders, the people have been led to 
o emphatically pronounce against 
railroads, that a continuance of rail­ 
road building is simply an impossi­ 
bility. 
The hostility 
against this 
branch of improvement is especially 
unfortunate for Southern California. 
We need railroads. 
No one thing 
would tend to a more rapid develop­ 
ment of this portion of the Ftate than 
the completion of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad to this city, yet the indica­ 
tions are that the great desideratum 
will not be ours for some years to 
come. 


High Land for Homes. 


The hill lands of San Francisco are 
steadily growing in favor as home 
sites. 
As the city grows in extent the 
sewerage becomes more defective, and 
the low places consequently more un­ 
healthy. On this subject the R eal Es­ 
tate Circular for May says: 
“The 
hills continue to grow in favor as 
places of stylish residence, and in this 
respect public preference and common 
sense are in harmony. 
It is impossi­ 
ble th at a dead, flat region can be 
other than an unhealthy one. .Subter­ 
ranean water and poisonous m atter set­ 
tles in the damp ground, and fever- 
creating exhalations arise from it. 
Sewers give little relief; there being 
little or 110 fall, the contents of the 
sewer does not run away. H igh ground, 
as a rule, is dry ground, and sewerage 
there is perfect. 
In addition to the 
much greater healthiness of an ele­ 
vated location, it has generally also 
the great advantage of a fine view, 
which fact has quite fin influence on 
the occupants of the house. The hills, 
therefore, should be, as they are, in 
favor.” The preference shown in the 
metropolis for high lands will some 
day manifest itself in this city. For 
years the high lands to the north and 
northwest of the central portion of 
Los Angeles, were regarded as worth­ 
less. Now a large num ber of dwell­ 
ings are erected there, and as the city 
grows, these higher lands will be 
given the preference over all other lo­ 
calities as sites for elegant, healthy 
homes. 


I t is said that the “ beautiful A m er­ 
ican actress” for whom the nephew of 
the royal uncle stole his m other’s 
diamonds, is 110 less a personage than 
the notorious J o s i e M a n s f i e l d , so 
well known in this State, who filled a 
chapter in the life of J a m e s F i s k , Jr., 
and whose father once edited the San 
Joaquin Republican in Stockton,where 
he was shot and killed by T a b e r . 
“ J o e ” never was an actress, though 
she contrives to make certain royal 
bloods in Europe think she is an 
American “ s ta r” of the first m agni­ 
tude. The worst of it all is, that 
though she actually had the hat-full 
of great first-water diamonds in her 
possession, they were taken from her 
by the Russian authorities, and when 
she was escorled across the line she 
was minus both Prince and brilliants. 


F r o m all parts of the valley we are 
receiving the most flattering crop re­ 
ports. The harvest has commenced 
in real earnest and everywhere the 
yield exceeds the farmers’ most san­ 
guine expectations. Everything plant­ 
ed in the valley this season has pro­ 
duced a yield which to people not fa­ 
miliar with the wonderful productive­ 
ness of our soil, seem fabulous. 
W h at 
is still more remarkable, two crops a 
year are grown. This is a most prospe r ­ 
ous season to the people of Los A n ­ 
geles Valley. 


T h e San Francisco Post bates rich 
men that do not put up on it; hates 
the people of Los Angeles valley and 
thinks it can kill our orange trude by 
having the duty taken off Sandwich 
Island oranges, and it is Communist 
in principle. Such a paper ought to 
do well, and will live as long as such 
men as 
J o n e s continue to pay its 
bills. 
W hen he says no more, there 
will be no more Post. 


T h e San 
Francisco E xam iner is 
about the fairest talker on Local Op­ 
tion of any of our exchanges. 
It 
neither opposes nor advocates, but 
gives the arguments pro and con in 
an impartial manner. Senator R o a c i i, 
the editor, is a people’s m an and rec- 
ognizesthe will of the majority, but 
he wants the facts clearly set forth, in 
order that the majority m ay act ad­ 
visedly and know that they are right. 


The farmers whose ranches are near 
Newport Landing, below Bolsa Chica, 
finding that the warehouse at their 
lauding was not of sufficient capacity 
to hold the irrain, have taken steps to 
have it shipped off as fast as possible. 
They sent Mr. F r e n c h to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
He had a 
conference with 
G o o d a l l , N e l s o n & Co., and they 
dispatched one of their experienced 
captains to Newport to see if it was 
safe to send their steamers to that 
point. The gentleman has performed 
his task, and returned to the city per 
Senator on her last trip. 
W e under­ 
stand he will report Newport perfectly 
safe for vessels of the tonnage run by 
the company named, and will recom­ 
mend that a vessel be run into that 
port until the grain is all shipped. 
There will bo an immense am ount of 
grain sent from that point this season. 
It Is the purpose of the farmers to so 
arrange the landing that a vessel may 
lay alongside the shore and receive her 
cargo by means of a chute. 
By this 
means they will be enabled to land 
their grain in San Francisco consider­ 
ably cheaper than if hauled to some 
other point for shipment. 
Newport is 
pronounced one of the best natural 
landings along this part of th e io a it, 
and,with the improvements which the 
farmers of that vicinity are preparing 
to make, it will be a perfectly safe har- 
b >r for steamers of light tonnage, such 
as must ultimately come into general 
use as freighters between Los Angeles 
valley and San Francisco. 


A Double-Edged Sword. 


Clearly the financial question is a 
two-edged political sword. The party 
having firm hold of the hilt may 
easily divide in twain its opponent, 
but the rebound is almost certain to 
bring tee opposite edge in contact with 
the swordsman with such force as to 
leave him much in the same condi­ 
tion he has just placed his antagonist. 
The inflationists intended to kill off 
all opposition by the power of a super­ 
abundance of money, such as it was. 
They knew that they would he over­

They 
forget that the people of the United 
States, having learned to think for 
themselves, 110 longer accept unques­ 
tioned the dogmas, creeds and theories 
of sect, party or individual. They for­ 
get that attacks 011 a Congressman, 
unless sustained by the proof, will ac­ 
complish nothing beyond earning the 
contempt of all honest men for the li- 
belers. 
They forget th a t to charge 
L u t t r k l l with the authorship of tele­ 
grams attacking railroad committees 
does not prove the charge, nor does it 
convince a single person in California 
that he would stoop to an act so con­ 
temptible. Tnose journals published 
¡11 this State by men who seem to re­ 
gard it as their special duty to slime 
over and slander every person who 
utters a sentiment against any act of 
certain corporations, aro doing Con­ 
gressman L u t t r k l l 110 harm while 
filling their columns with attacks on 
him. The people know him. and they 
know his maligners. 
Every attack 
only adds 
to 
his popularity, and 
every falsehood increases his power to 
break up the 
rings of corruption 
against which ho is fighting,

A LAY SERMON. 


T h o u g h t s Lir S u n d a y X t i l i t n l l o a . 


As wc have promised a series of lay 
sermons to be produced every Sab­ 
bath morning, in which we propose 
to show the contrast between true re­ 
ligion and the theological novelties of 
the times, our first sermon is dedi­ 
cated to the honest class of people, who 
neither have time nor talent for the 
investigation of theological subjects. 
The question lias often been asked, 
“ How are the uneducated and simple 
minded people to get to Heaven, if 
they have got to comprehend those 
sublime problems, 
that 
tax 
the 
brain of the greatest intellects of the 
world ? 
We reply that it is not at all neces­ 
sary for anybody to understand the 
peculiar doctrines of any church in 
order to get to Heaven, and by way of 
parenthesis, we hero remark th a t we 
do not believe there is one m em ber in 
ten, in any of tlie churches that could 
repeat tlie articles of faitli in the 
church to which they belong. Yet we 
have no doubt a great number of them 
will be saved. 
People do not get to 
Heaven by studying theology. 
The 
way to Heaven is a plain one, and 
easy to find. 
W hen the 
question 
was asked 
“ W hat shall I do to inherit eternal 
life?” the answer was always in es­ 
sence, and often in express terms, “ If 
you would enter into life, keep the 
Commandments.” 
On this grand platform, established 
by the Lord himself, the most stupid 
and ignorant can go to Heaven just as 
easy as the wisest. Indeed we believe 
that with the great amount of mys­ 
tery, which 
modern 
theology has 
thrown around the teachings of the 
Bible, the chance is in favor of the ig- 
iiorariUnian’s getting to Heaven first. 
Those matters that take tlie deepest 
and firmest hold on eternal life, are 
often hid from tlie wise, and revealed 
to tlie foolish—or “ babes.” 
This principle prevails in nearly 
ever fundamental tiling. Tlie scien­ 
tist who can explain all about tin* pro­ 
cess whereby the grain that is sown 
becomes a harvest—how tlie different 
qualities of the soil enter into the 
composition of the stalk and the grain, 
and how tlie different temperatures of 
the climate effect it, seldom produces 
a better crop than his old neighbor 
who never had a thought cross his 
mind, about the anlysis of the soil. 
If from this day tlie world liad to 
depend upon scientific farmers for 
bread the hum an race would perish in 
a short tim e. N evertheless scientific 
farmers are very necessary and useful, 
and should not be discouraged, but it 
is tlie plain, old simple-hearted, work­ 
ing farmers th at the world depends 
upon for food. 
The same principle holds good in re­ 
ligious matters. 
We are not depend­ 
ent on hair-splitting theologians for 
our religious comfort, nor upon fine­ 
spun theology for our relig ous food. 
But in all simplicity, we can go to 
God’s word and feed upon its inex­ 
haustible fnllne“s, and work out our 
own salvation with no tools more com­ 
plicated nor difficult to obtain than 
the Commandments. 
By this simple 
process tin* soul will grow fat with 
goodness. Even though we know no 
more of the spiritual processes going 
on in the soul than the old farmer 
knows of the chemical process going 
on in his crop, our spiritual growth 
will be pure, genuine peace and joy. 
Faitli is a mysterious instrument 
when explained by tlie theologian; 
but the simple know no more than to 
lake God at liis word and do what he 
says, and are content with his reward. 
But there is a use for scientific theolo­ 
gians in the world, as well as scientific 
farmers. There is a great amount of 
barren, rocky and marshy soil in the 
world, that the uneducated old farmer 
cannot reduce to a state of agriculture, 
because ho does not understand the 
internal tense of nat ure. 
But the sci­ 
entific farmer, who comprehends the 
internal nature of the soil and the laws 
which preside over it, can turn a pes­ 
tilential marsh into a productive field, 
and change an arid, barren soil, into a 
fruitful orchard. It is so also in relig- 
iousTrtatters. There are many hard­ 
ened sinners upon whom no ordinary 
arguments could m ake the least im­ 
pression. 
W ith such men, science is 
brought to aid in the interpretation of 
scripture, and lie is made a happy 
convert—a fruitful Christian. Charity 
is tlie grand and broad foundafron 
upon which the simple-minded people 
of this world build their hopes of 
II aven. They “ love God because He 
first loved them ,” and in tlieir estima­ 
tion,“ Love is the fulfilling of the law" 
and they are right. 
But they are not so taught by mod­ 
ern theology. The ministers never 
cease to remind them that by “Faith 
ye are saved without the law.” 
We 
really wonder, with sueli teaching, 
that there arc so many good, honest, 
loving souls in the world. 
B ut where 
this .ove is once kindled in the heart, 
itcontinues to burn in spite of all tlie 
heretical teachings of tlie churches. 
There isa charm or power in the very 
word when it falls on the ear, or comes 
into the mind which makes one feel 
brighter, warmer, better or at least 
more peaceful. Though the deeds of 
iiate have been done under the cloak 
of charity and mercy; yet tluough all 
the dismal ages of this world, sicken­ 
ing to look back upon in tlieir blind­ 
ness, and suffering; through them all 
tills word love, among all peoples, na­ 
tions and tongues, lias embraced the 
highest, good, the wildest wish of every 
individual. 
Our love is our very life. 
It is what we love that we cure and 
long for, it is what we love that we 
suiter for, and take joy in tlie suffering 
for. 
W ith it humanity is angelic, and 
the world is heavenly; 
without it 
man is a devil and this world would 
be a hell. 
W hen charity, a love, shall take 
passion of theology, and fill every 
pulpit, and faith is presented as a sub­ 
ordinate attribute, “ which works by 
love,” or by tlie direction of love, then 
shall truth triumph, and every tongue 
shall sing, 
‘•Tik love that drives my chariot wheel 
And death must yield to love.” 
For your meditation to-day, we re­ 
quest you to read tlie 13th chapter of 
first Corinthians.

the young minds and hearts which lie 
impresses and educates. 
His position 
is one of the greatest dignity and re­ 
sponsibility. 
And lie needs the Lest 
auxiliaries. 
It isJanientable th at he 
receives so little help from others who 
should cheer and assist him. 
Tlie 
principal auxiliaries which the teacher 
should have, Dr. Luyky enumerated 
as follows: 1st. A ltan lightened public 
opinion, which would furnish hand­ 
some and comfortable school houses, 
and supply them with everything that 
can facilitate teaching and make them 
attractive. 2d. A good board of trus­ 
tees. 3d. Tlie parents of tlie scholars. 
4th. Physicians, who should occasion­ 
ally visit tlie school-room and deliver 
a short lecture upon physiology, or 
give experiments in chemistry, or ex­ 
hibit a microscope or some other in­ 
strument that 
would 
interest the 
scholars. 5th. The clergy. Oth. Law­ 
yers and editors, and all other literary 
persons. 
Dr. Lucky showed how per­ 
sons of each of these classes could be­ 
come im portant 
auxiliaries of tlie 
teacher; and lie urged upon all present 
to dojthoir part in advancing tlie cause 
of education.

pounds of provisions, mostly meats. 
As their dwelling was unfinished,they 
slept nights under the sha ow of a 
pine tree forty or fifty yards distant. 
O nj m orning last week on going to 
their cabin to put on the finishing 
touches, they fouud that a voracious 
grizzly had been tliere and made a 
clean sweep of all tiieir grub. 
The 
anim al had left nothing of any value, 
except a tlask of whisky and a bottle 
of pepper. 
Hereafter Nelson 
and 
Neish will stay in their cabin nights, 
and keep a sharp watch for the reap­ 
pearance of bruin. They have their 
fortress loopholed, and propose to do 
s nne shooting in case of another raid. 
The fact th a t the grizzly did not mo­ 
lest tiie whisky proves the brute to 
have been unacquainted with the en­ 
lightened influences of these modern 
go-ahead times. 


F astest Train In Am erica. 


The fastest railroad train e\’er run 
in the United States is the special line 
wh.cli in the gray dawn of the morn­ 
ing carries the New York morning 
papéis to Philadelphia—ninety miles, 
i t starts from Jersey City at 5 :1 0 a . m. 
and arrives at West Philadelphia at 
5:57. The section between New Bruns­ 
wick and Trenton is run at the rate of 
a mile a minute. The train has been 
in operation about a year and lias met 
with but one accident, when it struck 
a carriage, killing two persons. When 
the train was first put on it was 
manned by an engineer, fireman, and 
two men to handle the papers.

The company, finding 
that the train was as safe as any other 
and that an additional car would add 
to its sifety by giving more ballast to 
the locomotive, have added a passen­ 
ger car t ereto an I opened the line to 
l lie p u jI ic .
